If this smeUs fishy , it’s o nly because

But please do n’t blame fish. Blame 
g o vernment eco no mists, who can co me 
up with a so lutio n to a surplus pro blem 
at the dro p o f a halibut. 
Co ng ressman William G. Bray o f In­ 
diana recently called attentio n to the in­ 
creasing impo rts o f fish—fro m 37 per cent 
o f it annual supply a decade ag o to 55 
per cent last y ear. 
“ Because o f vario us fo rms o f g o vern- 
met suppo rt, ctner natio ns g enerally can 
sell cheaper to o ur pro cesso rs,” the co n­ 
g ressman ex plained. 
As a result, we are currently faced 
with so me $50 millio n in surplus fish. 
No need 
to wo rry , tho ug h, because 
here’s where g o vernment eco no mists en­ 
ter the picture. 
“ They sug g est,” said Mr. Bray , “that 
the federal g o vernment buy up all the 
surplus, resell to natio ns abo rad o n lo ng ­ 
term, lo w-interert credit, o r sell it to the 
fo reig n co untry fo r its o wn currency , 


which we co uld use fo r the benefit o f 
the United States o r o ur citizens. 
“In 
brief, 
we 
are 
purchasing fish 
abro ad which we do no t need and which 
tend to increase the deficit in o ur balance 
fo pay ments. And at the same time, we 
are planning to practically g ive away fish 
to fo reig n natio ns.” 
This metho d o f so lving eco no mic pro b­ 
lems is simple, o nce y o u g et the hang 
o f it. 
Yo u g et rid o f American surplus pro d­ 
ucts, which nave accumulated as a result 
o f cheaper-priced impo rts, buy them up 
with tax mo ney then g ive them away o r 
sell them at a fractio n o f the co st. 
This helps fo reig n natio ns streng then 
their eco no mies and enables them to co n­ 
tinue underselling U.S. 
pro ducts here 
and abro ad. 
It’s a very simple so lutio n. Any surplus 
pro blem can o c so lved as lo ng as U.S. 
tax pay ers have a cent left in their po ckets 
and no sense leff in their heads. 


Going Against the Grain 


President Jo hnso n has clo sed the issue 
o n the 1964 fo reig n aid fig ht with a request 
fo r $3.4 billio n. He do esn’t ex pect to g et 
that much. 
He and his advisers are well aware o f 
so mething that has been g ro wing plainer 
since the Truman administratio n. The 
American peo ple as a who le have turned 
ag ainst the principle and practice o f 
fo reig n aid. 
All that has saved the pro g ram fro m 
o utrig ht rejectio n by Co ng ress is the an­ 
nual o utburst o f heartfelt testimo ny by 
business and po liticians o f eno ug h stature 
to g ive unusual weig ht to their wo rds. 
They have assured Co ng ress and the co un­ 
try that because o f thing s no t easily under­ 
sto o d by the masses o f tax pay ers it was 
imperative to co ntinue fo reig n aid in

On Memo rial Day , when the nearby 
co mmunity g o es to the cemetery en masse 
the ceremo ny is punctuated by the ftt-ftt- 
ftt o f hig h-speed traffic o n the Ohio 
Turnpike and the g ro wling o f big semis. 
The Ohio Turnpike is the reaso n General 
Mo to rs cho se the Lo rdsto wn site.

such-and-such pro po rtio ns. 


THEIR assurance has been wearing 
thinner each y ear. 
Whatever they claim to kno w that it is 
no t kno wable to the rest o f us g ro ws 
mo re ephemeral with each reminder that 
fo reig n aid is like feeding pig eo ns. The 
mo re feed, the mo re pig eo ns, all with 
unsatiable appetites. 
Fo reig n aid has no t bo ug ht allies, which 
was o ne o f its purpo ses.

smo o thed the ro ug h ro ads fo r diplo mats, 
ano ther o ne o f its purpo ses. 
It has no t tripped up the Co mmunist 
co nspiracy , which was its mo st publicized 
purpo se.

Its 3,600 deleg ates are 
meeting in the same hall where 
the Demo cratic natio nal no m­ 
inating co nventio n will g o into 
thundero us sessio ns this Aug ust. 
Reuther — who m so me o f us 
have kidded abo ut 
be i n g a 
“ co mma chaser” because 
he 
writes mo st o f his o wn lo ng 
statements and g o es o ver every 
wo rd so they reflect accurately 
what he believes — said o f the 
19 64 po litical scene in g eneral 
and Humphrey in particular: 
“ It is bo th po litically insane 
and mo rally indefensible fo r the 
po litical party o f Franklin D. 
Ro o sevelt, Harry Truman, Jo hn 
F. Kennedy , Ly ndo n Jo hnso n 
and Hubert Humphrey to be so 
deficient in internal self-disci­ 
pline as to place a Harry By rd 
in charg e o f President Kenne­ 
dy ’s tax bill and a Jam es East­ 
land as chairman o f the Sen­ 
ate 
Judiciary 
C o m m i t e e 
charg ed with pro cessing civil 
rig hts leg islatio n. 


“THE AMERICAN p e o p l e 
have a rig ht to ex pect mo re re­ 
spectable behavio r and g reater 
internal integ rity and discipline 
fro m bo th po litical parties if 
they are to be the majo r instru­ 
ments o f po litical ex pressio n. 
To this end we must co ntinue 
to wo rk fo r the po litical rea1 m- 
ment essential to achieve party 
respo nsibility . . . .” 
TTie sing ling o ut a co upling o f 
Humphrey ’s name with tho se o f 
Demo cratic presidents o f the 
United States canno t be co nsid­ 
ered accidental in view o f Mr. 
Reuther’s sensitivity to what ap­ 
pears under his sig nature. 
There can be no do ubt, it 
seems to me, that Reuther be­ 
lieves the Minneso ta 
senato r 
sho uld be co nsidered by Presi­ 
dent Jo hnso n as labo r's no mi­ 
nee fo r the vice presidency . 
Ho wever, there are .sc '? who 
believe that Reuther is to rn 
between his lo ng -time pleu^o to 
Humphrey 
and

with and affectio n fo r Ro bert 
Kennedy . 
The atto rney g eneral has fre­

Dftvtt u« m *et natio n in em­ 
plo y ment and by o ther welfare 
measures, can eventually in­ 
crease the inco mes o f the un­ 
fo rtunate individuals who are 
earning less than $3,000 a y ear. 
But. as is alway s the case 
with tho se theo rists in o ur midst 
who never see the eco no mic fo r­ 
est fo r the realistic trees, the 
big g est sing le way to cure much 
o f to day 's “ po verty ” is o ver­ 
lo o ked. The remedy is to be 
fo und in o pening the do o rs o f 
jo b o ppo rtunity in business. 
The 
mo st 
impo rtant 
thing 
needed to enco urag e eco no mic 
g ro wth to day is the remo val o f 
the barriers ag ainst business 
ex pansio n. This rang es all the 
way fro m the need fo r a reduc­ 
tio n o f tariff and quo ta walls 
im o sed o versea» to a reco g ni­ 
tio n o f the trials and travails 
o . the American free-enterprise 
sy stem at ho me which is no 
lo .'g er free. 
Fo r the simple truth is that 
u. e scales imo o sed arbitrarily 
ard acro ss the bo ard by natio n­ 
al labo r unio ns — irrespective 
o f the co mDetitive po sitio n o f 
the dif^erenct businesses within 
a g iven industry — have do ne 
mo re than any o ther sing le fac­ 
to r o n th° American scene in 
recent y ears to create unem­ 
plo y ment, stimulate auto matio n 
and thro w co nscientio us ^eo o le, 
even tho se with adequate edu­ 
catio n, o ut o f wo rk. 


IT WILL do little g o o d in the 
lo ng run to multiply the num­ 
ber o f g o vernment ag encies, in­ 
crease the hando uts and fo ster 
the 
“welfare state” 
co ncept. 
American 
businessmen 
are 
spending a lo t o f mo ney to 
make pro ducts they can sell 
bo th here and abro ad. The de­ 
sire to ex pand is deep-seated, 
but the incentives are diminish­ 
ing as the g o vernment itself—a 
pai Lisan o f labo r mo no po ly and 
still dependent o n demo g o g uery 
to g et vo tes — uses such catch 
phrases as “ the war o n po ver­ 
ty ” to g ain favo r. 
It wo uld be as lo g ical to de­ 
clare war o n laziness, inco m­ 
petence and inefficiency — as 
if any thing g o vernment co uld do 
wo uld o verco me these handi­ 
caps — in an atmo sphere in 
which the g o vernment is sup­ 
po sed no waday s to o we every 
man a living o r put him o n 
relief. 
No r is a preachment o f the 
do ctrine o f self-reliance likely 
to so lve all the pro blems o f un- 
emo lo vment. There must be a 
drive to increase the number o f 
jo bs. Fo r the real pro blem to ­ 
day is what is best described 
as “jo b creatio n." 
Almo st unno ticed by the g en­ 


eral public, the g o vernment just 
two y ears ag o , with the appro v­ 
al o f Co ng ress, put into effect 
certain credits o n tax es fo r de­ 
preciatio n and thus enco urag ed 
investment in new plant and 
equipment. 
THE AMOUNT sacrificed by 
the g o vernment in tax es was 
relatively little bift the present 
business upturn is in no small 
part due to the o ppo rtunities 
o pened up by this phase o f the 
tax law which was passed in 
1962 and impro ved in 1964. 
Perhaps the big g est facto r in 
unemplo y ment is the g eo g raphi­ 
cal dilemma. A big co mpany , 
fo r ex ample, emplo y ing many 
tho usands o f peo ple suddenly 
fails to g et a renewal o f a g o v­ 
ernment 
co ntract 
because 
a 
particular item is no lo ng er 
needed. 
The 
wo rkers 
have 
bo ug ht their o wn ho uses and 
their ro o ts are imbedded 
in 
their ho me co mmunities. To g et 
new emplo y ment, they must, o f 
co urse, mo ve away and it's ex ­ 
pensive to g amble o n the place 
to which to take a family . 
The President’s pro g ram sub­ 
mitted to Co ng ress pro vides fo r 
so me relief in this directo r fo r 
the co al miners o f the Appala­ 
chian reg io n who se wo rk o ppo r­ 
tunities 
have been diminished 
thro ug h no fault o f their o wn 
o r o f their emplo y ers. 
Undo ubtedly , there are many 
Neg ro es in the So uth who wo uld 
like to g o No rth. Certainly many 
o f them co uld g et jo bs as do ­ 
mestics which pay fro m $2,000 
to $3.000 a y ear. When two in 
a family wo rk, this wo uld be 
do ubled.' These jo bs g o beg g ing 
to day . Many families well able 
to pay fo r do mestic help have 
been co mpelled to g ive up their 
ho uses and live in apartments 
because they can’t g et such 
help. 


SOMEWHERE in the co untry 
there are plenty o f men and 
wo men who wo uld jump at the 
chang e o f g etting jo bs in the cit­ 
ies, and they have adequate ed­ 
ucatio n — but they are far 
away g eo g raphically . A war to 
o verco me g eo g raphical barrieds 
wo uld help in “ the war o n 
po verty .” 
It do esn’t take a hig h scho o l 
educatio n to be able to o perate 
a plo w 
o r 
a 
truck 
and 
it 
do esn’t require any kno wledg e 
o f science o r histo ry to be a 
nig ht watchman o r a waiter o r 
a co o k o r perfo rm so me o ther 
tasks in facto ry o r sto re o r 
ho me. Yet current unemplo y ­ 
ment fig ures, 
including many 
perso ns in such categ o ries, ar« 
hig h. 
Alsi the po nulatio n o f 
wo rking ag e is g ro wing rapidly . 
The g reatest chance fo r hig h 
emplo y ment will develo p wher 
business is permitted to ex pand 
naturally and when it isn’t sub­ 
jected to the harassments o f 
co nstant strikes o r threats o f 
strikes by tho se already earn­ 
ing to day fro m $5.000 to $10,00T 
o r mo re a y ear. 
The pressures o f well-financed 
unio ns are mo re o f a barrier to 
an increase in emplo y ment o p­ 
po rtunities than any thing men­ 
tio ned in the President’s mes­ 
sag e to Co ng ress declaring war 
o n po verty .

One of Jalem’s pioneer citi- 
iens was Jacob Heaton, who 
came her* from Bucks County, 
Pa., in ItSO, and soon plunged 
into the civic and business ac­ 
tivities of that era. 
He was bom in Bucks County 
Feb. t3, 1809, the son of 
p o m as aid Mary Haldeman 
Heaton. 
After a jear in the merchan- 
tile busings, Mr. Heaton be­ 
came inteiested in the teaching 
profession and for several win­ 
ters taugDt school. The graded 
schools of Salem were organiz­ 
ed early in 1853 and the mem­ 
bers of the first board of edu­ 
cation assumed their duties on 
June 3, 1853. On that board 
were: Isaac Snider, Jacob Hea­ 
ton, Richard Garrigues, John 
Harris, Clayton Sharp, and Eli 
Davidson. Mr. Heaton served on 
the school board for 20 years. 
This progressive pioneer was 
largely instrumental in carry­ 
ing through to completion the 
building of the first Salem High 
School on E. Fourth St. and in 
the passing of the original Ohio 
Union school enactments. 


THE FIRST HIGH SCHOOL 
building was commenced in 1860 
and was razed in 1896. The 
second high school building was 
erected on the same site and 
was dedicated Nov. 25, 1897, and 
currently houses Fourth Street 
elementary school. 
For 35 years, Mr. Heaton sold 
dry goods in a store room ad­ 
joining his home which was lo­ 
cated on Main St., now E. State 
St., and currently the Sherwin- 
Williams Paint Store. 
While in the mercantile busi­ 
ness, Mr. Heaton did much to 
extend Salem’s trade and made 
trips abroad to purchase mate­ 
rials. Mrs. Henry (Mary) An­ 
derson of 829 S. Lincoln Ave., 
his 
great-granddaughter, 
has 
some of this prized peacock 
blue cotton flowered material 
and rose p o i n t lace which 
Mr. Heaton purchased abroad.

JACOB HEATON was one of 
the original .Abolitionists and 
the Heaton home was one of the 
stations of the Salem “under­ 
ground railway.’’

Returning from the Army, Ja­ 
cob Heaton established an in­ 
surance agency in Salem at a 
time when the insurance busi­ 
ness was but little known. An 
energetic salesman, he worked 
up a business that covered nor­ 
thern Columbiana County and 
the southern Mahoning County. 
Mr. Heaton directed this agen­ 
cy for more than 20 years, auer 
which his son Richardson G. 
Heaton took it over and contin­ 
ued in the business until 1891, 
when he was succeeded by his 
son, Rollin B. Heaton. 
From 1891 until May 1, 1918, 
George Sheehan, Ralph Bethel 
and Claude Taylor were asso­ 
ciated with Rollin B. Heaton. 
On May 1, 1918, Ed F. Strat­ 
ton purchased the interest of 
Claude Taylor and from that 
time on the firm was known as 
Healon & Stratton. 
For a number of years, Rol­ 
lin B. Heaton served as Ohio 
State agent for the Eureka Fire 
& Marine Insurance Company 
and

Company, both of Cincinnati. 
In 1921. Rollin retired from ac­ 
tive field work and spent most 
of his time in Florida. The Rol­ 
lin B. Heaton residence, 430 
Highland Ave., is now the home 
of Atty.

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You Can Sew Professionally 
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By MARY BROOKS PICKEN 
Newspaper Enterprise Assn. 
Here are a few tips that will 
make sewing easier for you — 
and the results more profes­ 
sional. 
Keep sharp shears handy for 
cutting fabric. The same scis­ 
sors should never be used in 
the kitchen, or to cut paper, 
but should be used to cut fabric 
only. 
Also, keep a smaller pair of 
sharp-pointed scissors on the 
sewing machine where they will 
be 
convenient 
for 
snipping 
threads, clipping seams or cut­ 
ting corners. 


the seam can be stitched right 
over the pins. 


KEEP YOUR IRON READY 
at all times to press seams be­ 
fore joining so that smooth 
seams are assured. Use a low- 
temperature iron for man-made 
fibers; a moist cloth over wool­ 
ens; cheesecloth over silks. 
Test your stitch on two thick­ 
nesses of fabric before you be­ 
gin to sew. Fine fabrics need a 
short stitch, thicker fabrics a 
longer stitch. The machine ten­ 
sion seldom needs changing but 
the stitch length should be ad­ 
justed for the type of fabric you 
are using. Be sure the needle is 


the machine will push it slight­ 
ly. 
Selvages 
are 
woven more 
tightly than the fabric and can 
packer a seam or stiffen an 
edge. It is a good idea to re­ 
move the selvage and possibly 
even clip away the fabric edge

Dear Heloise: Our first child 
was bom two years ago. Since 
our budget was extremely lim­ 
ited, we were obliged to buy 
the equipment that we needed. 
Following is the list of items we 
found to be essential in caring 
for our baby 
A crib and mattress (if you 
can afford one, a 6-year-old size 
is most practical.) 
A eldest of drawers or shelves 
in a closet (which your husband 
could make) just for the baby’s 
clothing. 
A large diaper pail. 
A baby bathtub (and it was 
plastic!) A large enamel dish- 
pan or the kitchen sink are 
equally handy at bath time. 
If the baby is to be formula 
fed, a sterilizer can be gotten 
with saving stamps or you can 
fit a large kettle with a rack 
and sterilize bottles and nipples 
in this.

Anyone who has ever walked 
into a newspaper city room 
when a big story was breaking 
would 
recognize 
immediately 
the quiet, charged atmosphere 
that grips the County Election 
Board’s office on a night when 
returns are pouring in. 
There’s the same electric ex­ 
citement, organized confusion, 
and the strained look of a staff 
trying 
to do the 
impossible 
against a deadline. Amid jang­ 
ling 
telephones 
and 
rushing 
messengers, 
there’s 
a 
back­ 
ground of small talk among by 
standers. 


BUT MOST OF ALL there s 
the cohesion as individuals and 
small groups work on sections 
of a job that will later be put 
together into one big picture. 
That newspaper atmosphere is 
no hallucination. It’s all part of 
a system of fathering returns 
put together by Frank R. 0 ’- 
Hanlon, clerk of the board for 
26 years 
The job of collecting and re­ 
porting returns—and some of 
the board1* other operations— 
are an amalgam worked out 
over the years, combining the 
experiences of a life-time that 
has been 
devoted 
in 
equal 
parts to elections and newspa­ 
per work. 
When the election machinery 
rolls 
throughout 
Columbiana 
County, as many as 48,000 peo­ 
ple cast ballots in 165 polling 
places. There are 990 persons 
at work in those precincts—six 
in each polling place. 


IT'S THE BOARD'S JOB to 
see that the election, goes off 
without a hitch. But when the 
precinct crews tally up their 
totals, lock their doors and go 
home, the Election Board’s job 
swings into high gear. It must 
make 
a 
complete, 
accurate 
count on every race or issue and 
telephone the results as quickly 
as possible 
to 
Secretary 
of 
State Ted W. Brown at Colum­ 
bus. 
O’Hanlon's 
career 
In 
both 
new spapers and election work 
spans more than a half century. 
He concedes that many of ihe 
techniques used in gathering 
and reporting returns are mod­ 
ifications of practices in the 
newspaper business, where the 
prime motto is: "Get it first, 
but get it right!" 
Most of the election returns 
are funneled to the board via 
telephone. When a precinct crew 
has counted its totals, they are 
passed on to a so-called district 
collector. There are ll district 
collecors 
at work 
throughout 
the County on election nights. 
When a district collector has re­ 
ceived the totals from all his 
precincts, then added them up, 
he telephones the combined tab­ 
ulation to the election board. 
Thus, instead of copying down 
the results from each of the 12 
precincts in a district, the Elec­ 
tion Board’s staff need take on­ 
ly the combined total from the 
district collector. 


A SIMILAR TECHNIQUE Is 
used in tabulating returns in the 
board’s office. It must obtain 
the figures from each of the 165 
precincts, enter them on a chart 
and add them up. 
To expedite the tabulation, the 
board divides the job into sec­ 
tions. For instance, while one 
set of tally clerks enters the 
totals (hi the first IO offices, 
another group is doing the same 
job on the last half of the tick­ 
et. 
In that way, a tabulation job 
that would require six hours 
can be cut to three. In races of 
statewide interest, sub-totals are 
taken and telephoned to Colum­ 
bus, generally after e a c h IO 
precincts. 
The procedure of gathering 
returns by telephone and split­ 
ting the tabulation into sections 
is followed only for the first un­ 
official returns issued on elec­ 
tion night. A meticulous official 
canvass is made within a few 
days. Surprisingly, there rare­ 
ly is >.ny significant deviation 
between the two sets of figures.

OHANLON emphasizes that 
many of the techniques the 
board uses are adaptations of 
newspaper procedures. 
"We were the first board in 
Ohio to institute the district col­ 
lector system,” he said. 
Over the years, the Election 
Board has won several citations 
from the secretary of state for 
speed and accuracy. 
The Columbus office always 
expects to receive its first re­ 
turns from aread in which vot­ 
ing machines are used. When 
the polls close, a flick of a lever 
delivers the totals for the pre­ 
cinct.

SINCE COLUMBIANA IS the 
most populous in the 18th Con­ 
gressional District and the 20th- 
22nd State Senatorial District, 
the board in East Liverpool has 
the additional job of administer­ 
ing many of tile details of the 
nomination and election of con­ 
gressmen, state senators, dele­ 
gates to national conventions, 
and district members of the 
parties’ state central commit­ 
tees. 
Candidates for congressional 
and state senatorial posts and 
the other district offices file 
with the board in East Liver­ 
pool. 


On election night, and tor the 
official canvass lated, it gathers 
the returns from the five coun­ 
ties of the congressional dis­ 
trict and the four in the state 
senatorial district, then passes 
them on to the secretary of 
state. 
The 
district 
reporting 
adds tremendously to the num­ 
ber of telephone calls made and 
received at the board’s office 
on election night. 
The 18th Congressional Dis­ 
trict is comprised of Columbi­ 
ana, Jefferson, Belmont, Harri­ 
son and Carroll Counties.

Looking back over the 
years, he commented that the 
work of the Election Board 
“has quadrupled or quintupled” 
in his experience.

A SURVEY OF retired per­ 
so n s revealed th at in 23 per cen t 
th e h ealth was wo rse after re­ 
tiremen t, in 37 per cen t it was 
un ch an ged an d in 4 0 per cen t it 
was impro ved. Several facto rs 
en ter in to th e determin atio n o f 
y o ur h ealth after retiremen t, 
but un do ubtedly a great deal de­ 
pen ds o n y o ur attitude. 
Mo st men do n o t relish bein g 
evicted fro m th e jo bs at wh ich 
th ey h ave spen t th eir mo st pro ­ 
ductive y ears. But an y o n e can 
develo p a co n structive attitude 
an d fin d great co mpen satio n in 
a plan n ed retiremen t. In 
th e 
iast an aly sis, h o w y o u so lve th is 
pro blem depen ds o n y o u.
